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Lifesaving, 
or littering? 


Aid workers, officials at odds over supply caches for migrants

In the July heat, Caitlin Deighan and three 
other humanitarian-aid workers hiked back 
to their trucks on the U.S. Air Force’s Barry M. 
Goldwater Air Force Range, where they left 
gallons of bottled water. 

The water, they said, is a stash to help save 
the lives of border-crossers dying of thirst in 
the desert heat. 

As Deighan told it, bombing-range securi- 
ty guards and a deputy sheriff were waiting 
for her group by their trucks. They had 
watched Deighan and the others return with 
less water than when they left, Deighan said. 
One of the security guards, she said, told the 


group they would be banned from the bomb- 
ing range for leaving water behind and 
threatened trespassing charges if they came 
back. 

He put Deighan on a growing list of 
banned aid workers from the Goldwater 
bombing range and the adjacent Cabeza Prie- 
ta National Wildlife Refuge. Their violation? 
They say they left behind potentially lifesav- 
ing supplies, such as food and water, for dis- 
tressed undocumented border-crossers. 

A few days later, the refuge also banned

Not even Sparky embodies Arizona 
State football quite like Frank Kush did 
back in the day. 

As the team’s head coach for 22 sea- 
sons, amassing a 176-54-1 record and 
Peach Bowl and Fiesta Bowl titles during 
the1970s, it’s said that he single-handed- 
ly put the team, if not the university, on 
the map. Kush’s name is even on the field 
at Sun Devil Stadium. 

The state mourned this past June 
when the ASU icon passed away at age 
88, one of many notable Arizonans who 


died during 2017 — including a civil- 
rights activist, a former Phoenix Sun, ex- 
ceptional clergy and business leaders. 
Even the notoriously gruff Kush would tip 
his hat. 


Norman McClelland, businessman 


Even happy-go-lucky Roxie, the 
whimsical Shamrock Foods dairy cow, 
was sad to hear about the passing of 
company patriarch Norman McClelland, 
who led the Phoenix-based fresh dairy 
and distribution firm for more than 50 
years. 

Born in Tucson and a University of Ar- 
izona graduate, McClelland built upon 


the dairy business that his Irish immi- 
grant father started in 1922, with one 
truck and 20 cows, to create one of the 
largest and most respected companies 
of its kind in the country. He oversaw 
the relocation of company headquar- 
ters from Tucson to Phoenix during his 
tenure, and he created a culture of giv- 
ing within the company that includes 
donations of more than 450,000 
pounds of food to more than 80 non- 
profit organizations each year. McClel- 
land died in July and is survived by sec- 
ond wife Barbara, son Kent, daughter 
Kathe and one stepdaughter.

Judge’s order bars state 
from enforcing 2010 law

A federal judge has imposed a per- 
manent injunction barring state edu- 
cation officials from enforcing a law, 
already found unconstitutional, that 
banned Mexican-American studies. 

In a final judgment in the long-run- 
ning case, U.S. District Court Judge A. 
Wallace Tashima issued a permanent 
injunction that bans enforcement of 
the law, which targeted a Tucson Uni- 
fied School District program. 

Tashima in August found the 2010 
law unconstitutional, ruling it was en-

Weary truckers
